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CONSERVATION IN ACTION AND TNACTION 


Ferd Ruth, of East Contra Costa J.C. 
(why doesn't someone sign him up as 

a. Club member?), reviewed techniques 

of small group action for the relief of 
conservation ills at the January Natural 
Science evening meeting. Besides a 
general survey of overgrazing, clear-cut- 
-and-burn lumbering, and up-and-down agri- 
culture, Ruth described a few specific 
local problems and their solution. Some 
endings are happy, but their permanence 


always depends on the vigilance and sales- 


manship of interested persons. 

The special need of recreational park 
space scattered through the massed 
housing of Contra Costa County was ex- 
plained, together withwthe enormous 
pressure of unplanned land-uses opposing 
such development. 

A dramatic picture series showed 
flooded homes and buckled and washed-out 
roads, caused by inept development of a 
low valley drained by silted, overgrown 
streams with little gradient. The story 
will be repeated each time a moderately 
heavy rain coincides with a tide high 
enough to retard the already poor run- 
off. Is your community better planned-- 
or just lucky? : --Wilfred Ward
